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The year 1890, which corresponds with the school year 1889, has 
heen a remarkable one, not only tu our young and prosperous Territory 
just ushured into Statehood, but also to the school interests of our com- 
monwealth. The efforts of the hardy band of pioneer educators seem 
now likely to be crowned with suecess and their fondest hopes realized. 

' With Statehood comes a long attendant train of advantages. Magnıfi- 
cent endowments by the General Government will 'ere long enableIdaho 
to take a proud position in the advance ground of education Facilities 
for higher scholarship can now be more readily provided. The crude 
methods and apphances of pioneer days must soon give way to improve- 
ment. Our Teachers can be provided with opportunities for improving 
themselves in the theory and practice of teaching In short the advant- 
ages the cause of education will derive from Statehood are manifold. 


i Durmg the two years now closed, Idaho has made wonderful 
strides ın educational reform. The tide of 1mmigration now setting in 
from the East has brought an enormous increase in school population, 
and has also furnished an extensive and competent corps of instructors 
The domination ot a powerful priesthood in the Southeastern counties 
over publie schools has been broken, and a wonderful improvement 
therein is already apparent. 


Scores of artistic, comfortable and commodious school houses have 
been erected throughout the State. Graded schools, heretofore a rarety, 
now are numerous. The amounts expended for school purposes have 
nearly doubled in three years Yet with all these improvements, 1t 
must not be forgotten that Idaho has been laboring under the burden of 
a crude and imperfect school law. Great changes are needed to insure a 
perfect system and the hope is entertained that the First Legislature of 
the State of Idaho will lay the foundations so broad and deep that the 
future of her publie schools will be glorious. 

- A number of necessary changes have been alluded to in this Re- 
port, and the new Superintendent, Mr. J. E. Harroun, an old educator 
himself, has many important suggestions to make. Other friends of ed- 
ueation will not be backward in their efforts to bring about a suecessful 
reform.

REPORTS AND SCHOOL OFFICERS. 


| 

I desire to emphasize the observations of my efficient predecessor, i , 
Superintendent S. W. Moody, and to particularly call your attention to d 
the fact that a liberal contingent fund is absolutely necessary for the 
State Superintendent to keep a proper reeord of the essential statistics. 
The fund should be suffirient to enable him to make the needed im- 
provements in the printing of blanks. As they now exist 1t is absolute-. - 
ly impossible to get a correct and satisfactory line of reports from the 
counties Books should be provided for County Superintendents so that 
they would not be compelled to appeal to the generosity of County Com- 
missioners for a cheap blotter and record book m which to record the 
transactions of their othces as required by law, and which m a number 
of mstanees, I am sorry to state, have been refused. Too often it is 
the case that the ost mcompetent men in the District are elected 
School ‘Trustees, because no capable person will take the place, and too 
frequently the most ignorant of all is elected Clerk ofthe Board. Under 
such circumstances it is impossiple to secure correct reports. Itisoften  - 
impossible for the County Superintendent to visit all of the Districts in 
a large and thinly settled County without incurring heavy expenses, 
which often the County Commissioners hesitate to pay, and in two or 
three cases have so refused. A system of accounting monthly to the 
County Superintendent should be adopted, made compulsory, and plain 
convenient blanks furnished for these reports so that the financial con- 
dition of each District could be seen by a glance. 

‘The school law should be made so explicit on all these, whatso many 
erroneously term trivial points, that no mistake can be made. The 
average Trustee has a wonderful respect for law, and where it is am- 
biguous and uncertain soon deludes himself, on account of its close per- / 
usal, with the opinion that he knows as much law as anyone. With 
some good system of reports from the Trustees and Teachers it would 
be an easy task for County Superintendents to send in able and cor- Rc d 
rect reports. — i 
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COUNTY SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


The Constitution of the State of Idaho, Section 6, Article XXIII, 
: provides that the Probate Judge shall be ex-officio County Superintend- 

ent of Public Instruction. Had the framers of that instrument the 
: faintest conception of the wrong that that provision would do to Idaho's 
{ Public Schools, it 1s not to be presumed that they would have 1nserted 
it From all sections of our State comes the most forcible denúncia- 

tions of such a union ot offices. Nor is this murmur of disapproval 
i without experience. Idaho in the years gone by had the same conibina- 
tion of ofticers and so great was the stagnation and 1neompeteney of our 
school system that 1t had to be repealed and the separate office of County 
Superintendent created. I insert the opinion of Ex-Superintendent 
Moody on this point :

* From close personal observation I am strongly of the opinion that 
the creation of the separate office of County School Superintendent from 
that of County Auditor or Probate Judge, has been of material benefi- 
cial effect upon the schools. The traces of mismanagement and neglect 
under the old system in this respect, are gradually ae cae and bet- 
ter work is accomplished.” 


And so now when we have almost completely recoyered from these 
bad effects and are just entering upon a glorious career of Statehood, 
the Public Schools of the new State are to be thrown back into the old 
pool of neglect aud mismanagement for the purpose of making a show 
of saving a few dollars for each county. .'lhe greatest branch of our 
State, the best endowed with publie lands and wealth in the State, the 
the branch that has the training and developement of the future citizens 
of Idaho is to be subordinated to every other interest and connected 
with the administration of dead men's estates. Itis absolutely necessa- 
ry for the welfare of the school system that the County Supermtendent 
visit the schools in his County and it is equally necessary that the Pro. 
bate Court be open every legal working day in the year. Now how are 
these conflicting duties to be harmonized ? 
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; The best interests of our schools demand the amendment of this 
i | provision of the Constitution, but this amendment cannot become op- 
' erative until approved by a vote of the people at the next general elec- 
tion, so that the Public Schools of Idaho must remaim under this unjust 

f burden until 1892. 


The amendment, however, should be passed by the Legislature at 
this session and thus afford an opportunity for thc election of a separate 
2 County Superintendent at the earliest Constitutional time. 
: SCHOOL CENSUS, ZEE 
I would most respectfully suggest that the provision in Section 630, 
Revised Statutes of Idaho, be amended to provide that the Clerk of the 
4 
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Board of School Trustees act as School Census Marshal in each District, 
and the remuneration for taking the Census be fixed at five cents per 
capita, instead of ten cents as 1s now allowed for ~enumerating the 
school children. This would make a saving of many thousand dollars 
to the County Schoo! Funds. 


ESCHEATED ESTATES AND sTATE SCHQQL: FUNDS, 


Reference to these subjects can be made to the State Treasurer’s re- 
port for 1889 and 1890, where a correct showing is made. The State 
Fund has been invested according to law and is drawing interest 


TEXT BOOKS. 


A number of changes in Text Books were made in many Counties 


early in 1890, nearly all of them being satisfactory, so that httle fault’ 


can now be found with the books in use and which cannot be changed 
until 1894. This provision is a wise one.

COUNTY TEACHER'S CERTIFICATES. 


The law allows teachers who have taught five years in any one 
County to continue to teach ever after without an examination by the 
County Superintendent. I would recommend that this law be repealed. 
It is entirely wrong,asby it many an incompetent teacher is foisted 
upon the community for life, and being thus situated neglects to ım- 
prove himself in accordance with new and improved methods which 
certainly lead to a higher standard of attainments. The system of 
granting permitsto teach,in my opinion, should be abolished. Cases 
have occurred in Idaho where persons have taught a year -on permits 
and without.examination. This is an evasion, but under the permit law 
it can be done, ‘he County School Superintendent should be authoriz- 
ed to examine applicants and grant certificates at any time application 
for certificate is made. g 


During the term the question having „been brought before - this 


department by several County School Superintendents, I decided that : 


any person belonging to any sect, society or organization which coun- 
tenanced, encouraged, advised or taught the practice of any crime, or 
countenanced or encouraged the evasion of the laws of the land, was 
not a law abiding citizen and not of good moral character under the 
law and should not be granted a certificate or permitted to.teach in the 
Public Schools. ‘This was effectually enforced by the County officérs and 
today the Mormon church is not in possession of our schools spreading 
its dangerous and damnable doctrines therein. 


THE COMPULSORY SCHOOL LAW. 


This law is a dead letter, and should be either amended to render ab 
practicable or else be repealed. It is very difficult to frame such a law 
that would work successfully 1n the thin and sparsely settled Districts 
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of Idaho. In case it is deemed proper to remodel the present compulso- 
ry law I would suggest that à sufficient attendance at a private school 
of good standimg and character, be taken as an equivalent for attend- 
ance atthe public school, This would remove much opposition to the law. 
` UNIVERSITY LANDS. fo? 
The state is entitled to 32 sections or 46,080 acres. These hgve all 
been selected except 1906.15 acres and several selections canceled by 
by the General Land Office, but for which lands in lieu can be selected, 
‘The remainder should be selected as soon as the new surveys will per- 
mit, Much of this University Land is very valuable, and would bring 
in open market a greater price than ten dollars per acre. A table show- 
ing these University lands is given elsewhere. 


SCHOOL LANDS. 

Under statehood we obtain possession of the common school lands 
in sections sixteen and thirty six in each township. Proper legislation 
is necessary to make these lands applicable to our school wants. Much 
opposition is made to the minimum price of ten dollars per acre, fixed by 
the constitution, many considering the price too high, but although a 
great quantity of these lands are not valuable at the present time, there 
is a quantity that is worth much more than ten dollars ; at any rate it 
hoped that the smoothing hand of time will work great improvements 
in the valleys and plains of Idaho, as well as in her forest clad hills, and 
that we may look baek and say that the fathers of the constitution 


builded well. 
SCHOOL FACILITIES. 


Notwithstanding the large number of school houses erected during 
the past two years, the great proportion of these temples of education 
in Idaho are too small and needlessly uncomfortable. In nearly every 
district there has been an inerease in school children, and yet all con- 
tinue to be packed into the same little ily ventilated room, the foul air 
in which will almost knock one down on entering. The teachers are 
overworked and cannot do justice to the cause. The Districts, many of 
them, are poor and exhaust all their means to provide the three months 
school required by law. What then is the remedy? I would suggest. 
that the proceeds of the State General School Fund, with what may be 
added to it from time to time, be used largely for the purpose of build. 
ing and equiping proper school houses for the smaller and poorer Dıs- 
triets. ‘The wealthier Districts can look out for themselves, more prop- 
erly, for in this free land of ours the poor man’s child is as much entitled 
to a common school education us the rich man’s. The building of these 
sehool houses should be entrusted to competent and reliable parties and 
not to some ignorant and incompetent Board of Trustees. The mini- 
mum rate of school tax is too low, and the wrong done the school inter- 
ests is made more glaringly apparent when property is assessed at about 
one-third of its valuation, as is often the case. The rate should be in- 
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creased from four to six mills on the dollar. 1 am glad to be able to 
state that the number of school houses rented from rehgious societies 
has materially decreased during the year. : 


DISTRICT BOUNDARY LINES. 


In almost all of the Counties areto be found the most impossible 
boundary lines. One in particular, I call to mind, which when traced 
resulted in a straight line, without the other sides recessary to enclose 
the terrirory intended to be embraced. Some districts overlap each 
other and the result is the greatest confusion, imperfeet census taking, 
and m some instances litigation. I would suggest that the Board of 
Commussioners in éach county be required to procure through the 
County Surveyor a County map on which should be plainly traced the 
School Distriets in the County, and if while preparing this map irregu- 
lanties are discovered that they be corrected and the correct boundaries 
of the. Districts forever established. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF VOTERS, 


I would earnestly recommend the amendment of the law so as to 
permutallpersons who possess the qualifieations of voters at general 
elections to voté^at any and all school elections. The matter of educa- 
tion should not be limited by a property qualification. as there are plen- 
ty of people competent to vote intelligently on all questions concerning 
special taxes, bounding Districts, ete , who toil for their daily bread and 
own no property. Many a Distriet i is prevented from building a good 
school house, because the wealthier property owners refuse to bond the 
District. Another reason in favor of this amendment is that in some 
of the southern Counties the Mormons, having taken their children out 
of the publíc schools, and established schools of their own, because they 
had lost their control, vote down all special taxes and bonds, clamming 
because they are resident free holders and heads of families that they can 
vote at such elections, notwithstanding they are not legal voters at a 
general election. ‘The result is that the Gentiles, the legal voters, are at 
the mercy of the Church and ean neither build a school house or rent 
one, because the church owns the necessary buildings. This amendment 
would therefore bring great rehef to that section of the country. In the 
Boise City Independent School District, a voter is'prohibited from vot- 
ing for School Trustees uhless he has paid taxes and the result 1s that in 
some cases an old silver wateh, or a shot gun has done duty to enable 
the rounders to get the necessary tax receipt for ten cents. 


REGULATIONS. 
I would suggest that the State Superintendent of Publie Instruction 
be required by law to prepare and publish a pamphlet containing regu- 


lations, suggestions and instructions to Teachers and Trustees relative 
to the government of schools, discipline, grading, ventilation, and heat- 
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ing of school houses, building, suggestions as to proper plans and de- 
signs, and furnishing and equipping schools, and on all other kindred 
subjects which suggest themselves to a school officer; and to this end, 
a sufficient appropriation be made to defray the expenses of printing 
and distribution. These expenses need only be trivial. The result will 
be very beneficial, as many of our school officers are willing to do right 
but do not know how and will take any good advice offered, 7 


ARBOR DAY, 


It is very gratifying to note the great and inereasing interest taken 
in the observance of this day, devoted to tree planting. Sometime pre- 
vious to the last Monday of April in 1890, I prepared Arbor Day pro- 
grammes for appropriate exercises, including recitations, songs, speeches, 
topics for discussion, subjects for essays. a ceremony for planting the 
school or class tree, and in which I suggested the taking of a vote as to 
the choice of a state tree. "These were geuerally distributed throughout 
the several counties and in many instances the day was profitably ob- 
served. Owing to thelate spring some were prevented from celebrating 
the day. In one case the programme was carried out in the school house 
and the enthusiastic pupils determined to perform the ceremony of tree 
planting, planted onein the snow, then only two feet deep. Numerous 
votes were sent in and from them it appears that the maple was in the 
lead as the State Tree, with the pine a close second. Throughout the 
entire State there were more trees planted in 1890 than during any three 
years previous, which encouraging fact shows that the people of Idaho 
are prepared to meet the denudation of the forests by adding forests of 
their own. 


It is very difficult in Idaho, on account of the difference in climate 
'and altitude, to select an Arbor Day thaf would generally be suitable for 
iree planting, and for that reason wegenerally.have an Arbor Day of 
some two months duration. 


INDEPENDENT SCHOOL DISTRICTS, 


'The Independent Districts of Lewiston and Boise City were organiz- 
ed under special acts which deprive the State and County Superintend- 
ents of any otficial supervision of their affairs. "These officers should at 
least have the determination of the qualifications of teachers, which is 
now vested in the Boards of Trustees. No person should be allowed to 
teach in Idaho who does not possess a certificate from a School Super- 
intendent. -ås it now appears there often arises a feeling of superiority 
in the minds of the city teachers and they do not care to associate with 
their less favored brethren, the country teachers, and the result is that 
when Institute time comes around, the country teachers have to do 
nearly all of the Institute work, while the others look on and cynically 
criticize. . 


I would earnestly recommend that some changes be made in these 
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special acts in this respect, so as to more closely identify these schools 
with the public school system of our State. 


TERRITORIAL CERTIFICATES. 
n 


During my term of office I have issued... ........ Territorial Cer- 
tificates good for five years. Thelaw requires "n^ applicant to pass 


an approved examination in the following branches: Written Arith- - 


metic, U. S History, Reading and Elocution, English Grammar, Common 
and Physical Geography, Geology, Physiology, Natural Philosophy, Al- 
gebra, Plane Geometry, General History, Political Economy, Civil Gov- 
ernment and the Theory and Art of Education. I would recommend 
that Geology be withdrawn from the required studies and that Book- 
keeping be substituted, as it 15 infinitely more beneficial for the average 
boy to be ableto keep his father’s books than to know at a glance the 
difference between all the rocks in ehristehdom. The subject is not 
generally taught and many good teachers hesitate to apply for State Cer- 
tificates, simply because it 1s required. 


TEACHERS’ COUNTY CERTIFCA TES. 


The branches required to be passed in an examination for a County 
tertificate are: Orthography, Reading, Penmanship, Arithmetic, Gram- 
mar, Modern Geography and History of the United States. First 
grade to those that pass not less than seventy-five per cent in any one 
branch and seventy-five per cent general average, good for one year. 
J would recommend that the county Superintendent be required by law 
to hold written examinations of teachers, and that after each examina- 
tion he be required to transmit the examination papers, his 
marking thereon , and the result, to the State Supermtendant for his ın- 
spection, and that express power be conferred on the State Superintend- 
ent to revoke, for eause, any teacher's certificate. 


COUNTY INSTITUTES. 


Nothing is productive of so much good in so short a time as the an- 
nual assembling of teachers in the Institute. It must be borne in mind 
that many of our teachers never have any other opportunity of hear- 
ing and investigating newer and more improved methods of teaching, 
and for that reason the holding of Institutes should be encouraged, 1 
I would recommend that the law be changed to make it obligatory upon 
each County Superintendent to hold a Teachers’ Institute each year, and 
should the Superintendent feel himself incompetent to preside over the 
Institute, that he be allowed to appoint some suitable and competent 
person to preside over and conduct the dehberations of the Institute, 
and that said person so appointed be allowed the sum of fifty dollars, to 
be paid by the County. J would also recommend that the sum now al- 
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Jowed for the incidental expenses of Institutes be increased to seventy- 
five dollars, and also that the County Superintendent be required to en- 
dorse on the back of each teachers’ certificate, so attending, the fact that 
he attended said Institute on a certain date. Institutes have been held 
during the term in the Counties of Ada, Washington, Nez Perce, Latah, 
and Bingham, which have been occasions of lively interest and produc- 
tive of much good. oe 


STATE NORMAL SCIIOOLS. 


One of the greatest necessities for the school interests of Idaho is a 
good Normal School where teachers could receive that training so essen- 
tially necessary for successful work in the school room. The establish- 
ment of such a school has been one of the wildest dreams of our teach- 
ers, but Statehood and a liberal endowment of land by the General Gov- 
ernment renders it possible that erelong the dream may be verified. 
Owing to the peculiar Geographical character of Idaho, in ordertomake 
the Normal course perfectly successful, it would appear to be almost 
necessary to establish two Normal Schools, one in North Idaho and one 
in South Idaho. This, of course, could not all be done at one time, but all 
parties concerned could aet with that view in mind. Care should be 
taken to locate the Normal school in some favorable locality, in some 
inviting place, where the labor of taking the course would not be render- 
ed irksome by unfavorable surroundings. The best and most experienc- 
ed Normal Instructor should be procured to preside over the School and 
its success will be assured. In this connection allow me to suggest 
that the President of the State Normal School could be required to con- 
duct a Normal Institute during the hot summer months at some cool 
mountain resort where our teachers could all find the means of acquiring 
useful information as well as enjoying pleasant recreation, and until 
then it would be # good thing for the cause of education if the Legisla- 
ture would empower the State Superintendeut to employ two Normal 
Inststute leaders or instructors for a short time during each summer, to 
preside over and conduct general Institutes, one for North Idaho and 
one for South Idaho at suitable points selected therein, Eminent in- 
structors can be procured from the east during the hot summer months 
at a trifling expense. Cheap rates could be procured from the railroads 
and teachers given an opportunity to attend en masse. No more beau- 
tiful places coult-be selected for the first Institute, than Coeur d'Alene 
City and Wood River. 


AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 


This institution will no doubt ere long be an assured fact, having as 
it has a magnificent endowment of public lands. I would suggest that 
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a course on mineralogy, the assaying and reduction of ores, and on all 
points necessary for a good knowledge of mines and mining, be made 
one of the principal features of the College, for the mining interests of 
Idaho are undoubtedly as important as the agricultural. 


STATE SUPERINTENDENT, . 


Iwould respecttully recommend -that the sum now allowed for 
printing the necessary school blanks, ete , used in the State be increased 
to four hundred and fifty dollars, The rapid increase in school children 
and schools in Idaho, renders much more printing necessary, and the 
three hundred dollar appropriation of former years 1s now totally inade- 
quate. Thesum allowed the State Superintendent for travelling ex- 

' penses is too low and should be increased to at least six hundred dollars 
per annum, aud he should be allowed fifty dollars per year for stamps, 
post office box, and those office incidentals absolutely necessary. The of- 
fice has never had such a thing as an allowance for stamps, étc., and it 
is hardly tair to compel as poorly a paid officer as the Superintendent to 
pay for materials out of his own pocket with which to transact public 
business, 


The office is also very deficient in furniture, an addition of which 
is absolutely necessary. Too many people are of the opinion that pub- 
lic schools do not need any supervision and that they can get along 
very well themselves. Those persons are woefully mistaken. The more 
supervision of the right sort that a school has the better the school. It 
is to be hoped that the first Legislature of the State of Idaho will not fall 
into the old rut and neglect to do anything for the welfare of the school 
interests of our new State. 


I herewith present some remarks of interest gleaned from the re- 
ports of County Superintendents: 


FROM SUPERINTENDENT S. Q. ISAMAN, OF NEZ PERCE COUNTY. 


“ The teachers in attendance at our Institute passed several reso- 
lutions, among which was one requesting that a third grade be added to 
our list of Certificates and that all Certificates berevoked whose holders 
were not 1n attendance at some Inststute during the year, and that no 
Certificate be issued to any one who has not been m attendance.” 


This would be an excellent law in some States but is not practicable 
for Idaho. “I would suggest that School District Trustees be placed 
under bonds to do their duties." 


FROM SUPERINTENDENT W. T. WRIGHT, OF ONEIDA COUNTY. 


“The Compulsory Act is of no effect, as far as our County 18 con- 
eerned. T would suggest that all school districts be compelled to bund 
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and own a District School house. An act that will compel children be- 
tween the ages of eight and fourteen years to attend school, and not 
compel the parents of those children to provide them with school houses 
is in my opinion of no effect.” 


“The most of the school houses in this County are claimed as private 
property, but obviously belong to an organization, and in most’ cases 
rent is charged for their use. The free schools will never flourish nor 

p work systematically as long as the majority of remdents in a District 
has the power to vote * tax 20," and unfortunately the majority in this 
County consists of a certain class of residents who are antagonistic to 
our free school system.” 


“The proper qualifications of legal voters for levying taxes should 
be clearly set forth in a condensed form. I would also recommend that 
the present method of electing County School Superintendents be chang- 
ed and would suggest that this officer be elected by School Districts at 
! the same time of holding elections for the purpose of electing School 
l Trustees.”
